Kingston Carnival organisers 
have promised “music with a mes¬ 
sage” to celebrate its return after 
last year’s surprise cancellation. 

Organisers have confirmed the 
borough’s largest multicultural 
street parade will see political hip- 
hop poetry from Akala, socially- 
conscious folk music from one 
man and his banjo with Beans on 
Toast, and raucous celtic-punk 
from local boys the Lagan. 

They will all perform in Market 
Place on September 6 at the event 
organised by Kingston Race and 
Equalities Council (KREC) and 
Banquet Records. 

Banquet owner and Liberal 
Democrat Councillor Jon Tolley 
said: “Kingston Carnival is one of 
the best days in the Kingston cal¬ 
endar. After its cancellation last 



year I’ve been as involved as any¬ 
one to make sure we came back for 
2015, for an event which brings all 
parts of the community together. 

“I’m really happy that our first 
two choices for the bands at this 
year’s Kingston Carnival both said 
they’d come to Kingston for this. 

“With Kingston Race and Equali¬ 
ties Council being the people be¬ 
hind the whole event it is essential 
the line up reflects music with a 
message.” 

Organisers have had to scale 
down the event after its last- 
minute cancellation last year amid 
safety concerns. 

Former Specials frontman 
Neville Staple was due to headline 
the show in Market Place, but in¬ 
stead played McClusky’s nightclub 
after last-ditch talks to save the 
carnival failed. 

Council leader Kevin Davis said: 
“Last year’s cancellation was 
something I walked into after the 
election. 


“I am very pleased to see the car¬ 
nival back and I hope it is the cele¬ 
bration of the culture of Kingston 
that it should be. I will be there. 
Let’s just hope we have some good 
late summer weather.” 

KREC chief executive John Azah 
said: “It has been a hard year, but 
we have fought hard to get it back 
and we are excited about the line¬ 
up. We were a victim of our own 
success I think last year but we 
have worked very hard and got the 
police and council fully on board. 

“It will continue to be a non-alco¬ 
holic event and we want to involve 
community groups that are inter¬ 
ested in taking part.” 

Coun Tolley defended the choice 
of Beans on Toast, real name Jay 
McAllister, whose discography in¬ 
cludes songs featuring profanity 
and, in one case, the song Dirty 
P***, a series of racial slurs used 
as an ironic take on petty racism. 

Coun Tolley said: “It’s in no way, 
and nor is he in any way, racist. In 


fact it’s exactly the opposite, but I 
can see how this could be taken out 
of context easily, and for that rea¬ 
son it’s dropped from his set a lot. 

“It’s all about challenging peo¬ 
ple’s prejudices, about racism, ho¬ 
mophobia, anti-Semitism, about 
not trying to take sides.” 

Mr McAllister said: “If it is 
booked as a family-friendly show I 
am respectful. I play a set accord¬ 
ing to what is appropriate and 
what I have been asked to do. 

“With the [Dirty P***] song, it is 
not racist. Sometimes that is how 
you have to deal with the horrors of 
the world, by staring them face on.” 

KREC chief executive John Azah 
said: “[Kingston Carnival] is a fam¬ 
ily event and we were worried 
about some of the lyrics. But we 
have been assured that it will be a 
family-friendly performance.” 

Kingston Carnival is crowdfund¬ 
ing to help pay for the event 
at localgiving.com/charity/ 
kingstonraceandequalitycouncil.

Kingston’s landmark Market 
House could become a 
restaurant or shop, bringing 
£150,000 in annual rent to the 
borough’s coffers. 

Kingston Council hopes “a 
suitably impressive brand” 
will swoop in to take over the 
iconic Grade II listed build¬ 
ing, built in 1838 in the heart 
of the town, according to a 
promotional brochure. 

Whoever moves in must en¬ 
sure the conversion is 
sensitive to the building’s 
character, the authority 
said. 

Market House is currently 
home to dozens of vintage 
and craft sellers, as well as 
tea rooms. It was operated by 
Kingstonfirst between 2010 
and 2014, before the council 
took back the reins. From 
2000 to 2004, the ground floor 
was used as a cafe. 

Nicky French, from Wow 
Vintage and Crafts, said: 
“We took it on because 
there’s nowhere in Kingston 
for craft people to sell. 


“It’s the ideal location. It’s 
all run by local crafts people 
and small, independent vin¬ 
tage traders. We’ve got about 
40 small businesses. 

“We would definitely like 
to stay. I had been trying to 
get hold of it for about two 


years. I’ve always seen the 
building as somewhere that 
should be open seven days a 
week.” 

Conservative Councillor 
David Cunningham, cabinet 
member for regeneration, 
said in a statement: “There is 


currently a short-term lease 
in place for its use, and the 
council is seeking to find a 
long-term tenant. 

“We have received applica¬ 
tions from a number of inter¬ 
ested parties and are working 
towards securing a contract.” 


Liberal Democrat Grove 
Councillor Jon Tolley said: 
“I’ve not heard anything. It’s 
the perfect place for a high¬ 
brow restaurant. 

“I don’t know what they 
are going to do with it 
otherwise.”

Man bailed again after death crash 


A man arrested over a horrific car 
crash that killed a Kington Uni¬ 
versity student and injured seven 
other people has been rebailed. 

Hina Shamim, 21, died by the 
side of Penrhyn Road on March 31 
after the crash with a white BMW 
M3 and a 418 bus. 

The sports science and 
nutrition student, originally from 


Peterborough, was killed just 
weeks short of her 22nd birthday 
as she left her flat in Penrhyn Gar¬ 
dens to hand in her final course- 
work. 

A flood of tributes came in for 
Miss Shamim after her death. 

Cousin Tybba Aziz told the 
Comet: “I will never believe she 
has gone. She loved Kingston, she 


felt it was her home. She is loved 
by so many.” 

A 35-year-old man, arrested on 
suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving shortly after 
the crash, has been rebailed pend¬ 
ing further enquiries, the 
Metropolitan Police said last 
week. He is due to report back to 
police in mid-September.

Help council to select cuts 


As austerity forces Kingston Council to 
make drastic budget cuts, leader Kevin 
Davis has announced a series of talks at 
which he will meet residents to find out 
the services they value most. 

Coun Davis has said Kingston will see 
“rapid changes” in the next few years. 
Having already made a 20 per cent slash 
to its budget, the council must now 
make a further 25 per cent cut by 2018. 

Eight Kingston Conversation events, 
starting in September, will help to deter¬ 
mine which services are cut in future. 

He said: “The [recent] cuts have come 
from central council offices by improv¬ 
ing the way we do things and making 
them more efficient, so they haven’t 
been too noticeable. 


“I can’t do this for the other 25 per 
cent. There is going to have to be negoti¬ 
ation with people about what is and isn’t 
achievable. 

“Your council has less money than it 
used to and this means we must find 
new ways to do things. It’s about making 
sure everyone gets their say.” 

Last year’s All In One survey showed 
the authority must communicate better 
with residents, he said. 

He added: “Ultimately these conversa¬ 
tions are about us trying to form policy. I 
am not saying we are all seeing and 
knowing.”

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Children’s services get 
Ofsted report thumps-up

Kingston Council’s children’s 
services have been given a 
clean bill of health by regula¬ 
tor Ofsted for the first time in 
three years. 

The department was 
deemed inadequate in June 
2012 and July 2013 following a 
series of safeguarding failures 
and the murder of Charito 
Cruz. 

The approval will help its 
plans to expand across the 
country - aiming to bring in 
£6m of new business. 

Inspectors visited social 
workers, who now work for so¬ 
cial enterprise business 
Achieving for Children (AfC), 
serving both Kingston and 
Richmond, in May and June 
this year and have rated the 
service as good. 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
praised “swift action, hard 
work and great professional¬ 
ism” by workers. 

Ofsted’s report said: “Al¬ 
most all areas identified for 
improvement in the previous 
inspections have been ad¬ 
dressed in full. The integrated 
arrangement between the two

local authorities is proving to 
be an effective one for 
Kingston. 


“Children and their families 
in Kingston now receive co-or¬ 
dinated, effective and timely 


early support from a wide 
range of universal and target¬ 
ed services.” 

AfC chief executive Nick 
Whitfield showed a “deter¬ 
mined and innovative ap¬ 
proach”, it added. 

Mr Whitfield, who earns 
£148,263 in his current role, 
will soon take on an extra job 
as child services commission¬ 
er in Sunderland. 

AfC, forced to cut £7.5m from 
its £107m budget in its first 
three years, has also been ap¬ 
pointed as an intervention ad¬ 
viser by the Department for 
Education, and is currently 
working with Doncaster and 
Slough councils. 

But inspectors urged service 
managers to increase the 
range of employment for over- 
16s and training options for 
young people leaving care. 

They found that information 
given out, though useful, was 
not area-specific and that 
youngsters did not always 
know how they could suggest 
ways to develop the service. 

Former lead member for 
children Councillor Andrea 
Craig said: “I want to pay huge 
tribute to all the staff at AfC, 
without whom this transfor¬ 
mation would not have been 
possible.” 


Train congestion talks 


Tentative first steps have 
been taken to ease congestion 
and overcrowding on surbur- 
ban London’s antiquated rail 
network. 

But in a meeting with rail 
bosses, Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton MP James Berry de¬ 
scribed the plans as not 
“offering a huge amount of 
immediate assurance”. 

Mr Berry outlined prob¬ 
lems facing the borough’s 
commuters during the meet¬ 
ing with Network Rail and 
South West Trains (SWT), fo¬ 
cusing on four main points. 

They were dangerous stair¬ 
cases and overcrowding on 
the platforms at Surbiton sta¬ 
tion; disabled access at 
Chessington stations; and 
general overcrowding on 
trains. 

SWT and Network Rail have 
submitted plans for layout 


changes to platforms 20 to 24 
at Waterloo, which they said 
would allow more trains to 
run from the former interna¬ 
tional terminal. 

Mr Berry said: “SWT said it 
was at absolute capacity in 
terms of the number of ser¬ 
vices terminating at 
Waterloo. 

“The only thing it can do is 
extend the length of the 
trains on the existing ser¬ 
vices. Waterloo will not be 
able to take these longer 
trains until platform length¬ 
ening works there are com¬ 
pleted in 2017.” 

SWT managing director 
Tim Shoveller said: “The 
work to expand London Wa¬ 
terloo is absolutely vital to 
make sure we can provide 
much-needed extra space, 
both for our customers now 
and in the future.”

Kingston’s mayor has thrown 
his support behind Kingston 
Hospital’s Dementia Appeal 
and hopes to raise a massive 
£750,000 in two years for the 
cause. 

Councillor Roy Arora has 
chosen to support the appeal 
through the mayor’s Charita¬ 
ble Trust, heavily influenced 
by his wife Manisha, who vol¬ 
unteers at Kingston Hospital. 

Mrs Arora said: “As a volun¬ 
teer it is very easy to see the 
areas in the hospital that 
could do with a little more 
support. 

“Kingston has one of the 
highest rates of elderly people 
in the country and we 
will soon be facing a big 
problem.” 

Nearly half of the patients 
aged over 75 admitted to the 
hospital have some form of de¬ 
mentia, and an estimated 8 per 
cent of Kingston residents 
have the condition. 

Money raised will be used to 
do simple things like colour¬ 
coding wards so that patients 
find it easier to get around, 
to more complex and 


expensive projects. 

The Aroras hope to raise 
enough money to buy a Rem 
Pod, which is a room made to 
look like a 1950s or 60s living 
room or pub that dementia 
sufferers feel more comfort¬ 
able in. 

Serge Lourie, chairman of 
the charity committee at 
Kingston Hospital and former 
Richmond Council leader, 
said: “If the appeal succeeds, 


which it will with everyone’s 
support, the hospital will be 
an absolute beacon for the 
treatment of people with 
Alzheimer’s and dementia.” 

Coun Arora knows that 
£750,000 is an “extremely am¬ 
bitious” target, especially as it 
will be less than a year before 
a new mayor is sworn in and 
another charitable trust 
chosen. 

He said: “This is a very 


important cause and I will ask 
the next mayor to carry on. 
We will have to talk to people 
with a lot of money who can 
make some big donations. 

“In the end money is just 
money; this project is about 
human beings.”

Dancing at Kingston’s river¬ 
side will soon be a thing of 
the past as “iconic” night¬ 
club McClusky’s announced 
its surprise closure. 

Owners Harewood are 
spending almost £500,000 re¬ 
branding the oldest night¬ 
club in Kingston as the 
Viper Rooms, an upmarket 
cocktail bar. 

Despite the refurbishment 
the club will have to close in 
less than four years because 
there are plans to turn the 
riverside venue into restau¬ 
rants in 2019. 

Recently-elected Grove 
ward Councillor Jon Tolley 
ran club night New Slang in 
McClusky’s with his music 
shop Banquet Records. 

He said: “McClusky’s was 
a great venue with amazing 
staff. Hippodrome’s future is 
uncertain and if Kingston 
only has one nightclub, 
and that nightclub is 
Pryzm, then that is not 
enough.” 

Council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis said: “I always 
thought McClusky’s would 
be closed in about a year. I 
didn’t know that it would 
close down this soon.” 

Last year McClusky’s was 
listed as one of the “10 most 
iconic London venues” by 


radio station XFM and has 
seen acts including Maximo 
Park and Liam Gallagher’s 
band Beady Eye grace its 
stage. 

Kingston Race and Equali¬ 
ties Council chief executive 
John Azah led a conga line 
around the club when it 
hosted Neville Staple follow¬ 
ing the cancellation of last 
year’s Kingston Carnival. 

He said: “It is really unfor¬ 
tunate and shocking. It has 


been a unique location in 
Kingston.” 

The Viper Rooms promises 
“a disgracefully grown up 
night out for the elegantly 
wasted” and will open on 
August 22. 

Harewood owner Paul Kin¬ 
sey said: “We are hoping 
that when everyone sees the 
quality of the operation they 
will think that is the style 
that the town needs going 
forward. 


“That could mean in four 
years’ time people might say 
‘Would you like to operate a 
sky bar in Kingston?”’ 

Greg Miles, director of the 
Riverside Edge restaurants 
next to McClusky’s, said: “It 
would be nice if it could be¬ 
come somewhere you could 
have a drink out on the 
terrace. 

“If it is going to become 
an upper class venue that 
would be great.”

Towers in Kingston would 
change our historic town 


I am bemused at Zac Goldsmith’s 
sudden opposition to high-rise 
tower blocks in Purley, when he 
has completely failed to express 
any public opposition to a similar 
development proposed for 
Kingston, despite significant op¬ 
position to such plans by his 
North Kingston constituents. 

Kingston is currently facing ini¬ 
tial proposals for two tower 
blocks in the centre of town that 
are about 20 storeys high, and 
Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis is currently working with 
the Mayor of London and the 
Greater London Authority (GLA) 
to turn a huge area of Kingston 
into an opportunity area for mass 
development, under the future 
2018 London Plan. 

This will inevitably involve 
many more large towers and in¬ 
appropriately dense and ugly de¬ 
velopment taking place in our 
historic market town. 


In response to RC O’Neill’s letter 
(Cyclists? Ban the lot of them I 
say, July 31), I have some sympa¬ 
thy for him, but I think the over¬ 
riding issue is we need to be 
aware of others more. 

All over the country, all 
throughout the summer, com¬ 
munities suffer disruption due to 
events. Tennis at Wimbledon, 
cricket matches, flower shows, 
dog shows and equestrian 
events, to name but a few. 

Signage for the disruption is 
good and, on Sunday, there were 


Mr Davis and the Conservatives 
have no mandate from the people 
of Kingston to follow this strate¬ 
gy, have not consulted upon it, 
and the process that they are fol¬ 
lowing to turn Kingston into a 
new Croydon is completely 
undemocratic.

Kingston 
needs large numbers of new 
housing because it has not met 
growth targets in the past 10 
years.

Having re-imagined Sherlock Holmes, Guy 
Ritchie has turned his attention to the 1960s 
spy series The Man From UHCIE, which is out 
on Friday. With a classic 1960s look, much 
of the movie was shot in Naples though large 
amounts were also filmed in south London, Kent 
and Surrey. We took a look at the locations... 

Brockwell Park: Way back in September 
2013, Guy's guys set up base camp in 
Brockwell Park for filming. Olley's Fish Ex¬ 
perience nearby tweeted "Just seen base 
camp in Brockwell park for film crew for 
new "man from uncle" film. Good luck Guy 
Richie!!" 

The large green space between Brixton, 

Herne Hill and Dulwich is a beautiful spot, 
with beautiful gardens and ponds, a 19th 
century clock tower and the popular 
Brockwell Lido. 

Padfield Road, Brixton: Just off Brockwell 
Park, Brixton's Padfield Road and its sur¬ 
rounding areas was transformed into 
1950s East Berlin for the movie. 

The big shoot involved more than 100 
cast and crew, shooting the interiors of 
South East Taxis and the business next 
door and scenes involving characters talk¬ 
ing inside a garage while another watch 
from underneath the railway bridge. 

The shoot in Lambeth and Newham was 
done in conjunction with FilmFixer, who 
manage the film office of 13 London 
councils. 

FilmFixer's director Andy Pavord said: 

"Local residents were welcoming of this 
big shoot, with all the celebrities in tow." 

Old Royal Naval College, Greenwich: Guy 
Ritchie is clearly a fan of the Old Royal 
Naval College, having filmed there for 
both of his Sherlock Holmes movies. Mar¬ 
vel fans will remember the venue getting 
smashed up in Thor: The Dark World. 

For The Man From UNCLE was made to 
look like 1950s Berlin with piles of brick 
rubble and corrugated iron as cars raced 
down College Way in two high-octane car 
chases and a gun fight. 

The high risk stunts meant a lot of work 
for the Old Royal Naval College's Estate 
Operations Manager Ian Allchin, whose

priority is to make sure the centuries' old 
buildings don't get damaged. 

Royal Docks and Millennium Mills: The 
crew set up for a complicated speedboat 
chase and stunts including a truck land¬ 
ing on top of a boat in dock. Lots of the 
chase involved gunfire, explosions and 
smoke so it required the crew and Film- 
Fixer, to liaise with lots of authorities and 
residents. 

Chatham Historic Dockyard: The Historic 
Dockyard has a lot of space that is often 
turned over for filming and they filmed 
another car chase and built a set there 
with Guy supervising the shoot in October 
2013. 

The dockyard has been a vital part of 
Britain's naval history for 400 years. Go to

Hankley Common, Elstead: Deep down in 
Surrey, Guy Ritchie used the shallow val¬ 
ley of Hankley Common in October to 
double as Italy in mid-July in order to film 
a fight scene, and predictably, it rained a 
lot.

Smugglers Cafe, Putney: This cute 
Cornish-inspired cafe has sand art to 
keep children entertained where 
they use coloured sand to make a 
picture while you enjoy your cream 
tea or maybe the chocolate and 
strawberry fudge cake. 

Dizzy's Diner, Beckenham: Classic

1) Adding space is one of the best 
ways to improve your home and 
increase its value. 

If you've outgrown your home, 
but can make it bigger by building 
an extension or converting the loft, 
cellar or garage, doing the work is 
often more economical than 
moving to a larger property, and 
gives you a chance to create living 
space tailored to your needs.

A) En-suite bathrooms are another 
good way to add value and make 
your home life easier, especially if 
you have kids.
